The strong feeling against the clique which has how of affairs. of the navy 
manifested itself openly today when’ there was introduced in the house a resolu- 
tion extending the thanks of congress to Commodore Schley and officers and men 
under him for victory over the Spanish fleet at Santiago. That resolution was in- 
troduced by Representative Berry, of Kentucky. 

The introduction does not mean its passage, for there is sure to be a 
lively fight before congress is through with it, but it does serve to show 
the feeling over the apparent discrimination which has from the first 
been made against Commodore Schley. 

Somebody at the navy department is afraid that Schley will get some credit out 
of this war, at least that is the indication. : 

When the commodore was put under Sampson, whose actual rank ie that of cap- 
tain, there was a strong tendency to criticise, but there was no outbreak until 
Sampson in his egotistical dispatch speaks of the victory of “the fleet under my 
command” and altogether ignores the tact that while the fight against Cervera waa 
on Commodore Sch'ey was in command. , 

Sampson had been called to confer with Shafter and Commodore Watson was 
also absent. It was Schley from his flagship, the Brooklyn, who, from all ac- 
counts obtainabie, directed the movements which resulted in the capture of Ad- 

miral Cervera and the destruction of his fleet. Sampson only got a small piece of 
it at the last. 

There has been a decided tendency to criticise that dispatch of Sampson's for its 
failure to mention {In any way the part Schley is supposed to have played. 

It may be that, as some of Sampson's friends say, ft is not customary to go into 
these details in a preliminary dispatch. Of course there is no tendency to criticise 
Sampson for belng away, for that was. simply his misfortune, but the apparent 
tendency to underestimate Schley has called forth a protest which is likely to 
break out in congress when this resolu tion of Colonel Berry's comes up for con- 
sideration. The navy has its politics as well as the army. 


Admiral Cervera Will Be Brought to Atlanta. 


Atlanta is to furnish accommodations for the confinement of Admiral! Cervera, 


the distinguished and brave prisoner of war now in the custody of Admiral Samp- 


son, off Santiago. The question of taking care of Spanish prisoners captured by 
Sampson's fleet was the subpect of con sideration at the cabinet meeting today, and 
it is understood that Fort McPherson was selected as the proper site for military 
prison. Immediate steps will be taken to fit up quarters for the Spanish officers 
and sailors who’ were taken with the courageous “and chivalrous Cervera arhi 
orders have been issued to the commanding officer at Fort McPherson to make the 
venerabie Spanish admiral as comfortable as possible upon his arrival. 

There is a desire on the part of some members of the administration to bring 
Admiral Cervera to Wasténgton and treat him with the greatest consideration that 
military ethics will permit in connection with a prisoner of war. His bravery and 
daring act recognized and appreciated by all Americans who have fo!lowed his re- 


markable adventures In the West Indies since war with Spain was declared. 
General Wheeler Improving. 


There seems to be no ground for the alarming reports of General 
Wheeler’s condition that have been in circulation here for a couple of days. 

The official reports indicate that the general's illness is slight and this 
view of his case is borne out by advices received received by his daughter, Miss 
Wheeler, who is here. The advices that have come to Miss Wheeler state that 
the general has a slight attack of faver brought on by the hard campaigning and 
the extreme heat, but there is nothing to indicate that his trouble is yellow fever 
or that he has had to succumb to it. While there has been no explicit report 
upon the genéral’s condition from the general commmantiag. there is every reason 
to believe from what has been sent, th at Wheeler is in better physical condition 
than Shafter himself. This good news has caused very general rejoicing from 
General Wheeler’s many friends and admirers who were greatly disturbed by 
the earlier stories. : 

Instructions Sent to Shafter and, Sampson. 

Instructions were today sent by the president to Admiral Sampson and General 
Shafter to confer together concerning a joint plan of attack upon Santiago. Upon 
the outcome of this conference depends the line of action for the immediate fu- 
ture. For the present, the land bombardment by General Shafter’s forces has 
been deferred, as the situation has so completely changed by the annihilation 
of the Spanish fleet that it is manifestly the part of wisdom for this land bom- 
bardment to await the co-operation and support of a bombardment from Admiral 
Sampson's fleet. 

Up to the close of office hours today no word had come either to the war de- 
partment or navy department so far as was disclosed. ag to what determination

conditions, their judgment will be taken as final in the course to be adopted. 
Entrance to the Harbor Not Obstructed. 


There is said to be no obstacle, so far as navigation is concerned, to the eng 
trance into the harbor of the American fleet. The Cristobal Colon, which clear- 
ed the Merrimac and got out of the harbor Sunday, drew twenty-three feet three 
inches, which is within seven inches of the draft of the battleships Iowa. Indiana, 
Massachusetts and Oregon, and is gre ater than the draft of the battleship Texas. 
Moreover, the navy department has known for the last ten days that the neck of 
the channel was open, despite the sinking of the Merrimac, and that there was 
a clear seaway of seven fathoms, through which any ship in our navy could sail. 
This removes all difficulty except from submarine mines or from the shore bat- 
teries. As to the mines, little account is taken of them, s'nce the Spanish fleet 
passed over them. The Spaniards are in the habit of using contact mines, so 
that there is little likelihood of there being mines operated by electric connection 
with the shore. The forts and batteries have been badly weakened by constant 
fire of the fleet for mary weeks om and while still a factor, they are greatly 
@sabled. Once up to the city, the fleet and army could combine in a terrific dou- 
ble fire. No less than 292 heavy guns would be trained from the American war- 
ships on the city, and at the same time the big siege guns which it is expected 
have been brought to the front of Shafter’s line.would rain down a torrent of 
steel from that quarter. The s'ege guns throw shells of 135 pounds. Aside from 
them are four Morton howitzers and a large number of small howitzers. These 
are in the heavy artillery, while the light artillery embraces a. great number of 
guns of 3.2-caliber. Combined, this fire from land and sea would be terrific in 


effect.

GREAT DEMONSTRATIONS ARE MADE 


‘Military as Well as Naval Circles 
Claim a Great Victory Over 
the Americaris Both on 
Land and Water at 
Santiago. 


Madrid, July 6.—(Copyrighted, 1898, by 
the Associated Press.)—Almost indescriba- 
ble enthusiasm continues to prevail here 
over the supposed escape of Admiral Cer- 
vera and his squadron from the harbor of 
Santiago de Cuba. 

The admiral’s name igs on every tongue 
and it is claimed that it was he who 
saved Santiago de Cuba by “adding to 
General Linares’s kandful of soldiers his 
brave sailors to man the guns ashore and 
repel the Americans under General Shaf- 
ter.” 


Such is about the exultant eulogy 
of Admiral Cervera heard on all sides, 
this state of. public feeling being due 
to the official announcements from 
Santiago. 


For instance, one etatement from Santi- 


ago is as follows: 


“When Admiral Cervera found that it 
Was certain Co! onel Escario’s re-enforce- 
ments were ‘n proximity to Santiago the 
admiral had a council with the command- 
ers of his squadron, aisclosing to them a 
plan to force the blockade in broad day- 
light. Thé commanders responded unani- 
mously: ‘Ad lJante’ (forward). 

How Plan Was Arranged. 

“It was then arranged that the torpedo 
boat destroyers should: take the lead, 
feigning an attack, and discharge the tor- 
pedoes against the enemy’s ships, the Cris- 
tobal Coion protecting their advance, shel- 
tered by the batteries of Morro castle 
and distracting the enemy’s attention _— 
the remainder of the squadron sallied , 
of the harbor. 

“The Americans at first were taken 
surprise. Then, uncovering themselves, 
they opened a tremenuous fire, principally 
against the torpedo destroyers, which ves- 
sels Admiral Cervera had instructed - to 
steer an opposite course to the squadron. 
The Americans were deceived and maneuv- 
ered toward the supposed course. of the 
Spaniards, while Admiral Cervera went 
full steam ahead, mainta'ning a continuous 
fire until clear of the American lines, and 
then steamed away westward, pursued and 
breasted for some distance by the swiftest 
American vessels until they were lost sight 
of from Morro castle. 

“In the meantime the torpedo boat de- 
stroyers sank under @ rain of shell from 
the numerous American warships. it is 
presumed part of their crews were saved 
by the enesity or swam ashore. A number 
of life buoys were provided on board the 
torpedo boat destroyers, whose crews an- 
tisipated that their vessels would be de- 
stroyed.” 

Public Is Overjoyed. 

The foregoing its the popular Spanish 
versicn of the sortie of Admiral Cervera 
from the harbor of Santiago de Cuba, and 
the sacrifice of the crews of the torpedo 
boat destroyers is said to be highly ap- 
preciated by the queen regent, while the 


general public is overjoved at their con- 


duct. 

It is supposed here that Admiral Cervera 
is running for Havana, since he has not 
reported as arriving at Clenfuegos, and 
there will be tremendous anxiety here un- 
til it is reported that Admiral Cervera and 
his squadron are safe in Havana harbor. 
Hopes are expressed in this city that the 
Spanish admiral may capture or destroy 
some American veseels while on his way 
to Havana. 

Foreign news giving contradictory ver- 
sions of the sortie have cast a tinge of 
perplexity and dempness upon the general 
rejoicing. 

In military circles it is considered that 
General Shafter hag been checked; that 
Admiral Sampson has been baffied, and 
that the aspect of the war has been 
changed; but the universial expression of 
opinion is that peadge is impossible until 
something occurs which is satisfactory to 
the national feeling.

The list of wounded as made up at the 
division headquarters is very large in pro- 
portion to the list of those killed outright. 

Probably less than one hundred, all told, 
of the number of wounded have died, mak- 
ing the total number of deaths in the 


neighborhood of 150. The remainder of 


the wounded will probably recover. 

Considering the fact that not over 12.- 
000 men were engaged on our side and that 
not all of these were actually under fire, 
the percentage of loss is very heavy.

The con- 
suls-said there were 31,000 women and chil-

they requested a cessation of hostilities 
in order to enable them to be removed 
outside Santiago and to be placed under 
the protection of the United Stafes. This 
was definitely refused by the American 
commander, who deciined to accept any 
such responsibility. 

The consuls were told that it rested with 
them to insist upon Genera] Linares’s 
éurrender. The conference was resumed at 
9 o’clock this morning, when the consuls 
expressed grave doubts as to General 
Linares strrendering, on account of the 
false telegrams in regard to Spanish vic- 
tories and yellow fever among the Amer- 
ican troops sent daily to Madrid. wh 
caused the Spaniards to think they could 
not surrender and return to Spain.

WAS KILLED WHILE JUMPING CARS 


Mysterious Death of Dr. Hervey Mil- 
ton Cleckley at the Residence of 
His Son in Augusta. 


Augusta, Ga., Juiy 5.—(Special.)—An un- 
foitunate tragedy occurred hers tonight, 
in which Constable A. J. Codb was in- 
stantly killed by W. J. Paul. Paul is fero- 
man of Lombard’s iron works, a magnifi- 
cent physical specimen, and a man well 
theught of by his friends and acqvaint- 
ances, 

When he reached home for tea Mrs. Paul 
told him of the visit of Constable Cobb 
to serve 2 subpo0era on her as a witness 
in some civil case in Magistrate Connor's 
court. She reported that Cobb had been 
offensive to her in manner and speech and 
Paul, greatly incensed, at once set out to 
find the corstable. 

The story is next taken up at the home 
of Cobb, where, it is said, that shortly 
after dark two men in a vpuggy rode up 
to his door and called him out. He was 
asked if he was the officer who served 
certain papers and when he replied ‘Yes,”’ 
he was asked to step with them to Judge 
Connor's door, only a short distance away. 
Judge Connor was not there, and an al- 
tercation fullowed between Paul and Cobbd 
about the service of the paper on Mrs. 
Paul. Words were followed by blows, and 
then pistols were drawn and Cobb was 
shot three times at such close range that 
his clothing was set on fire by the powder. 
He died almost immediately from his 
wounds. Paul was not hurt, and it is 
claimed that Cobb’s pistol was found load- 
ed in every chamber, and had not been 
fired at all. The affair is greatly regretted, 
as both parties are well known. 

Killed by a Train. 

Tonight Bob Franklin, a well-known né- 
gro man about town, attempted to board 
a moving passenger train on the Augusta 
Southern railroad and fell between the cars 


back of the Presbyterian church at the 
corner of Washington street. 
Death of Dr. Cleckley. 

This morning Dr. Harvey ‘Milton Cleckley, 
for many years a hameopathic physician 
of Charleston, was found dead in his bed 
ut the home of his son, Dr. Connor Cleck- 
ley, the well-known dentist. Dr. Cleckley 
was seventy-four years old and a great 
sufferer from asthma. He used chloroform 
for relief fpom the spasms which contracted 
his bronchial tubes, and it is supposed 
that last night, in seeking relier, he got 
too much of the drug and died from its 
effects. He had been dead several hours 
when discovered by members of the fam- 
ily. Dr. Cleckley retired from active prac- 
tice in Charleston last year, because of 
his feebleness from asthma and advancing 
years, and has been with his son in Au- 
gusta for several months. His remains 
will be carried to Charleston tomorrow for 
burial Thursday afternoon.

Vessel Brings Men Who Have Been 
Mining All Winter. 


Vancouver, B. C., July 5.—The first steam- 
er to arrive from St. Michaels with gold 
dust and news from Dawson direct is the 
tug New England. This boat looked in at 
Nanaimo on July 3d on her way to Seattle 
from the Yukon river, and Mr. H. O. Bt. 
Denis took the opportunity to post to Van- 
couver some interesting particulars of the 
state of affairs in the Kliondike region 
and on the great gold river Yukon itself. 
He says: 

“The ice left St. Michaels on June 16th. 
The New England was the first steamer 
to arrive at St. Michaels, winere several 
stern-wheel boats are being built for the 
Yukon river traffic. At Dutch = harbor, 
which was: reached June 2oth, there are a 
great many river boats buiiding for the 
Yukon trade. The Yukon river opened at 
Dawson ca May sth, Dawson is flooded. 

‘There is a great deal of sickness in Daw- 
son, the death rate being three to four 
daily. Typhoid pneumonia and scurvy are 
the prevailing ailments. 

“It is reported that there are 16,900 claims 
recorded, and only about 200 are om a pay- 
ing bass. It is estimated that from $10,000,- 
QW to $40,000,000 will come out of the coun- 
try this spring. A good part of this will 
be composed of last year’s output. Out- 
coming miners say that the new miners will 
have to go to entirely new ground for dig- 
gings.

He 
said: 

“I think that the war will continue for 
some months yet. The people of this coun- 
try did not realize that the Spanish troops 
has been on the island of Cuba for nearly 
three years and that they were fighting 
men better trained and more used to fight- 
ing than our men. 

“Admiral Sampson’s victory was a great 
thing for the United States and it equals 
if not surpasses Dewey’s victory at Ma- 
nila. His victory will tend to bring the war 
to an earlier close than was anticipated.”’ 

He was asked if he thought taat Georgia 
would be’ called on to furnish another regi- 
ment, He said: 

“I think that they will be called upon 
again for another regiment, but I do not see 
where we will get them. We have already 
sent three regiments. I consider Colonel 
Ray’s regiment a Georgia regiment, as most 
of the men are from Georgia, and the re- 
cruiting of the fourth is going on very 
slow. If the government authorities are 
not less strict on the physical examinations 
we will find it a hard matter to fill out the 
regiment which is now being recruited.” 

Colonel Ray’s Regiment, 

Colonel Ray’s regiment of immunes is 
getting in splendd shape. Only a few 
more recruits are needed to complete the 
full quota of men, and it is thought these 
will be obtained in a fev days. The 
bugles for the bugle corps wiil probably 
arrive in a day or two and the twenty- 
four men who have joined the squad will 
soon be ready te sound all calls which are 
necessary. The regiment will soon be 
ready for field service, but the soldiers

FOOD FOR STARVING CUBANS. 


Steamer Leaves New York Loaded with 
Supplies. 

Washington, July 5.—The plan of feeding 
the starving Cubans is proceeding syste- 
matically, despite the attention which the 
authorities are obliged to give the war. 
These plans are being carried out by the 
commissary department of the army. 

Today large consignments of food are be- 
ing joaded on the steamer Port Victor at 
New York, viz: 75,000 pounds of corn meal. 
562,000 pounds of flour, 750,000 pounds of 
bacon, 90,000 pounds of coffee, 150,000 pounds 
of sugar, 60,000 pounds of soap, 60,000 pounds 
of salt and 3,000 pounds of pepper. These 
will be made up into rations and distributed 
over a wide territory to the Cubans. 

This is but one of several consignments. 
as the work of relief has been going on for 
the past two months, hundreds of. thous- 
ands of government rations being distribut- 
ed. The supplies will now include refriger- 
ated and cold storage beef for Cuban troops 
and the reconcentrados. The first consign- 
ment of this kind will leave Tampa on 
next Saturday and will be sufficient to last 
unti] the next consignment of refrigerated 
beef goes forward. 


RAMPOLLA DECEIVED THE POPE.

the political curtain will rise on one of 
the greatest questions the people have 
been called on to settle in nearly forty 
years. What is to be done with the 
Philippines? In Burope, this question 
would be settled behind closed doors. 
A few old diplomats would put their 
heads together, talk in whispers about 
the vasts interests involved, move their 
crooked fingers over the map, weigh the 
interests of the powers and strike such 
a balance as would keep their standing 
armies in barracks and their war vessels 
in peaceful harbors. But in this re- 


‘public the question will be settled by 


the people in the open, and European 
considerations will not enter into the 
settlement at all. 

There are several settlements possible. 
The islands could be-returned to Spain; 
they could be ceded to one of the other 
powers; they could be sold at auction 
to secure a war indemnity; they could 
be divided among the powers; they coula 
be left to the dubious republic which 
Aguinaldo is said to have formed. At 
this time each and every one of these 
possible solutions may be described as 
preposterous, and they strike Mr. Nor- 
man in that light. He concludes, there. 
fore, that the\ only safe and sensible 
course for America is the old and simple 
one of keeping what she has taken. 

We have thus given a very cursory 
review of Mr. Norman’s letter. Its 
importance rests in the fact that he is 
en Englishman with very ardent Ameri- 
can sympathies, and in the further fact 
that the question he discusses is a new 
one in our experience. That the pco- 
ple will settle it in a satisfactory way 
we have no doubt. 
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After the Shylocks. 


It seems that the English shylocks 
are no better than their brethren in 
this country. A great national scandal 
has been exposed by a special parlia- 
mentary inquiry into the ‘ways and 
methods of those money lenders who do 
business outside the banks, and now it 
is proposed to enact a law which will 
interpose some sort of a barrier between 
those bloodsuckers and their victims. 

A London correspondent of The New 
York Sun outlines the features of the 
proposed law, but the only point about 
it that seems to deserve attention in 
this country is the proposition that when 
the victim of a bloodsucker brings suit 
for relief, the whole transaction ana 
every part of it shall be made public, 
except in certain cases. This doesn't 
appear to be a very adequate remedy, 
to be sure: but it will no doubt prove 
more effective in Great Britain than it 
would in this country, where the blood- 
suckers hold their heads as high as 
anybody. 

The remedy for the victim of the 
bloodsuckers in Georgia is to plead 
usury, but this is resorted to very 
rarely. The reason is clear. A borrow- 
er who is compelled to pay fifty or a 
hundred times the rate of legal interest 
is usually a person who is obliged to 
have money, and is willing to make any 
sacrifice in order to obtain it. In nine 
cases out of ten ke is an ignorant. per- 
son, who knows nothing of the law. If 
he is familiar with the law he knows 
that. having needed a loan once, it is 
likely he will need another. Should he 
plead usury and secure something that 
looks like justice, he is aware that the 
fact will close the doors of the blood- 
suckers against him. They will ac- 
commodate him no more; he is a “sus- 
pect;” according to the code of blood- 
sucking morals he is no better than a 
thief. ; 

We printed lately an account given 
by The Savannah News of an old negro 
who had paid $85 in interest on a loan 
of $5, the money lender claiming that 
$10 was still due him. We have no 
doubt our readers know of instances of 
bloodsucking and confiscation worse 
than that; and what is still worse, we 
do not know of any remedy for the evil. 
Some of the affable bloodsuckers who 
squat taround waiting for customers, 
make over a thousand per cent interest 
on many transactions, and in the end, 
though it has been paid to them over 
and over again, they are as keen for the 
principal as if it were. the only sum of 
money available in the whole world. 

But what can be done about it? 


Anti-Judaism Un-American. 


Since the outbreak of the present 
war much has been written in the way 
of tribute to the patriotism of the Jews 
and every word so written is amply 
justified by the splendid spirit which the 
Jews have manifested in the light of 
recent events: but one of the finest ®r- 
ticles bearing upon the characteristics 
of the Hebrew race in general emanates 
from the pen of Mr. George R. Wend- 
ling, of Washington, D. C., and ante- 
dates the existing crisis several months. 

Mr. Wendling writes from the stand- 

point of the independent commentator. 
He states that he is. not conscious of 
having one drop of Hebrew biood in 
his veins, and that he is neither debtor 
nor creditor to any member of the He- 
brew race. On this account he argues 
that he cannot be accused of undue bias 
in expressing his unstinted admiration 
for the Jews. With respect to the aris- 
tocracy of the Jews, he observes that in 
ecamparison with it all other aristocra- 
cies pale into commouplace; and wheth- 
er its age or its purity be taken into 
account, he contends that it stands the 
test of superiority. . While it reaches 
back in point of time to the days of 
Abraham, he observes that its integrity 
has been preserved throughout the cen- 
turies. 

On the score of talent, he states that 
the Jews are in the front rank. In this 
connection he mentions Benjamin Dis- 
raeli, the Mistinguished statesman of 
Great Britain, who made Queen Victoria 
empress of India; Judah P. Benjamin, 
one of the brightest lights of the south- 
ern confederacy; Soult and Massena, two 
of Napoleon’s marshals; Neander, the 
celebrated historian, and numerous 
others. Of those distinguished in 
finance and philanthropy, he mentions 
Rothschild, Montefiore and Hirsch. 

In view of the fact that the world’s 
greatest religion takes its origin as well 
as its name from one of the members 
of the Hebrew race, Mr. Wendling con- 
tends that it is worse than inconsistent 
for the pretended followers of Christ to 


hate the Jews. But in addition to the 
gospel itself, he points out the fact that 


the whole inspired word of God has_ 
come down to us through the Hebrew } 
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mysterious relation to the plans of the 
eternal. In the love which they mani- 
fest for each other, in the wide-awake 
enterprise Which characterizes them in 
the ‘commercial world, to the respect 
which they invariably show to the con- 
stituted authorities and in everything 
which bespeake good citizenship, Mr. 
Wendling affirms that the Jews are 
without superiors. 


Acquisition from the Democratic 
Standpoint. 


Congressman Amos J. Cummings, of 
New York, is ardently in favor of the pol- 
icy of acquisition, and ably support’ ‘his 
position in the matter by reviewing the 
additions to the national domain made 
under democratic administrations. 

First, he goes back to the administra- 
tion of President Jefferson, and shows 
that the Louisiana purchase, embracing 
1,171,931 square miles and extending 
from the mouth of the Mississippi river 
to Puget sound, was made under that 
administration, and that previous to the 
acquisition of tthis vast tesritory, the 
national domain, then spread out along 
the Atlamtic seaboard, comprised oniy 
$27,844 square miles, 

Next, under the administration of 
President Monroe, he shows that the pen- 
insula of Florida and the coast strip 
of Mississippi and Alabama, embracing 
59,268 square miles, were acquired from 
Spain. 

Under the administration of President 


Polk he shows that thé republic of Tex-’ 


as, embracing 376,133 square miles, was 
acquired by its admission into the fea- 
eral union, and that by way of indemni- 
ty for losses incurred in the war with 
Mexico, the great western area of the 
continent, ambracing 545,783 sqvfare 
miles, was acquired also. 

Next, under the administration of 
President Pierce, he- shows that the 
United States acquired 45,5385 square 
miles of territory, known as the Gads- 
den purchase. 

So putting together the vartous pieces 
of territory acquired by the United 
States under the democratic administra- 
tions, Congressman Cummings shows 
that the aggregate thus acquired reaches 
the ehormous sum of 2,198,650 square 
miles, or nearly three times the origin- 
al area of the government. 

Since the acquisition of territory in 
the past has been clearly in accord with 
sound democratic principles, Congress- 
man Cummings contends that such is 
true in the present, and insists that the 
United States should hold whatever ter- 
ritory it may acquire as the outcome 
of the present war. He argues that 
when a nation begins to lose its terri- 
tory decay then commences, and that 
so long as it continues to acquire terri- 
tory rightfully it must prosper. On 
such grounds Congressman Cummines 
strongly advocates the policy of acqii- 
sition. He believes that the govern- 
ment should not even consider the prop- 
osition to sell to other powers the terri- 
tory which M may acquire in the pras- 
ent war. 
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Commodore Schley’s Part. 

We publish elsewhere a communica- 
tion from Mr. Joseph M. Brown bearing 
upon the recent sinking of the Spanish 
fleet off the coast at Santiago which 
seems to be well-timed, since it calls 
attention to the heroism of one of the 
Officers of the navy who has not received 
in the dfspatches the recognition to 
which he is entitled. 

Of course it is not in order for Amer- 
icans to undervalue the dues of Admiral 
Sampson, nor to detract in the least 
from the credit which belongs to him: 
but while bestowing upon Admiral 
Sampson the full measure of apprecia- 
tron for which his distinguished services 
call, it seems that Commodore Schley is 
also. entitled to his just proportion of 
credit. 

‘rom the newspaper dispatches it ap- 
pears that Commodore Schley, although 
his name has not figured in the reports 
with any degree of prominence, was in 
the front of the affair, and that much 
of the success resulting therefrom is 
due to his celerity in giving chase to 
Cervera’s ships. Wien the Spanish 
fleet first essayed to quit Santiago har- 
bor, Admiral Sampson, according to the 
newspaper dispatches, was seven miles 
east co* Morro on board the New York, 
and while he subsequently took part in 
the affair, the initial responsibility de- 
volved largely uoon Commodore Schley, 
who directed operations with consum- 
mate skill. So, without seeking to de- 
preciate the gallant work of Admiral 
Sampson, who is certainly entitled to 
the gratitude which the country has be- 
stowed upon him, we feel that Com- 
moder Schley has not recéived the full 
measure of recognition to which he is 
entitled, and that greater promimence 
should be given to his heroism. When 
it is remembered that the only life lost 
during the brief engagement off the 
coast of Santiago was lost on board 
Commodore Schley’s flagship, the Brook- 
lyn, it must become apparent that he 
was in the thickest of the fight. 

Credit can be given to Commodore 
Schley for the part which he has played 
in the recent affair without depriving 
Admiral Sampson of one single laurel 
which belongs to him; and hence it is 
that we call attention to the superb 
work of Commodore Schley.

It is but seldom that an army can face 
half the danger, or will so many lives be 
risked, as when during the darkness of 
the night it faces the peril of debarkation 
across a half acre of breakers big enough 
and strong enough to wreck a battleship. 
While it was going on we know no more 
about it than the shrieks of those over- 
turned in the bofling ‘waters told us, but 
this was enough: to spoil our rest in the 
hard bunka assigned us on board. When 
dawn broke at last~a dawn that seemed 
many hours overdue—we learned that two 
of the colored troopers of the Tenth cav- 
alry had. beén drowned in trying to make 
the shore, that three small boats had been 
dashed to pieces, and that a large quantity 
of arms and ammunition had been 10st. 
The only wonder wae that the list of cas- 
ualties were not larger. It seemed per- 
fectly impossible that more than two thou- 
sand men could have been put on shore 
in such a sea, and that less than one in a 
thousand should have been lost. Luck 
must have rivaled good seamanship in ac-

The sun was peering down drowsily 
from béhind the tall hills to the eastward 
of. Baiquiri when the small boats came 
out to take the Alleghany’s men ashore, 
and even the American flags among the 
camps were drooping at their staffs as 
though they, like cverybody else, were re- 
luctant to awake after the hardships of the 
past few days. But the small boats gave 
us no opportunity for the consideration of 
these things, and we were compelled to 
clamber over the ship's side into them 
without%even the formality of saying g0od- 
by to our captain, dodging en route the 
blankets, hats, provision sacks, cameras, 
glasses, guns, swords and cans of beef 
which the sailors tossed in for cargo. Of 
the trip to the dock there is nothing that 
I can say. It was a vision of water moumt- 
ing in waves on all sides of big ships that 
stood high in the air close by us one 
minute and disappeared the next, of 
drenching epray, of terrible profahity “on 
the part of the crew, and finally of a great 
black wall which somebody said was the 
wharf. 

Up and down this wall we pobbed, catch- 
ing a glimpse now and then of men on top 
of it who shouted dowu advice of a charac- 
ter impossible to follow, and then, very 
suddenly, as we went up on an unusually 
high wave, a strong arm reached out, grab- 
ped General Wheeler, and sung him far 
off somewhere on the hard ground, At 
the apex of the next rise phe same arm 
reached me, and as I picked myself up 
a moment later in a Dile of 
ashes twenty feet from the 
edge of the wharf I was able to witness 
the landing of the rest of my fellow unfor- 
tunates. An elaborate description of the 
process is not necessary. General Law- 
ton had assigned a couple of dozen big

to line the wharf front, and it 
duty to see that the men from the trans- 
ports who came within their reach did not 
fail to land. The fact that only two failed 
is the best evidence that the troopers obey- 


ed orders. 
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When wA were able to get ourselves [o- 
gether and the quartermaster of General 
Wheeler’s staff had ascertained that all of 
us were present or accounted for, we went 
our several ways to attend to widely diver- 
gent duties. I had noth'ng to do beyond 
rambling about the place, and thts did 
not occupy me very long, for in spite of all 
that had happened. Baiquiri did not ap- 
peal to one as either artistic or interesting. 
lt looked pretty much as Tampa would 
have looked if the little Florida port had 
been burned down and the troops sent 
there two months ago had camped in the 
ashes. In all directions were soldiers sit- 
ting, lying, sleeping, walking and stand- 
ing in groups. On three sides of them were 
tall blue hills that disappeared in the dis- 
tance and in front was the broad, white- 
capped sea on which the flock of trans- 
ports rode at anchor. 

The Spaniards had burned up so much of 
the town that it was impossible to tell what 
it had originally looked like and the hun- 
dreds of tents on the outskirts conty buted 
to spoiling the picture. But I do not think 
that Baiquiri was ever a beeutiful place. 
A few whitewashed, red-thatched houses 
were left here and there as samples of the 
general architecture, and in the center— 
where a town square in a Georgia city 
would be located—was the st ll smoldering 
wreck of a big machine shop, This and 
the iron pier ware both owned by the Span- 
ish-American Iron Company, whose sign 
still stands. In the shop when the torch 
touched it were two locomotives, sent there 
from Santiago for repair, and both were 
totally destroyed. There was nothing to 
the pier to burn, and it stretched far out 
in the harbor in the clear morning sunshine, 
I'ke some great skeleton lying passive in 
the foam-covered waters.

At 8 o’clock in the morning General Shaf- 
ter hoisted on the Seguranca orders to all 
the transports to send their horses and 
mules ashore, and those of us already on 
the wharves went down to the water's 
edge to watch the proceedings. The Berk- 
shire swung very close in to begin opera- 
tions and opened her side hatches, with 
an immense audience watching her a few 
rods away. Some of her crew got a mild- 


- eyed mule close to the aperture, and be- 


fore the mule knew what was going to hap- 
pen it had shot forward with the impetus 
of a tremendous shove from the rear and 
had landed with a splash in the water, 
which marked a ripple for a hundred feet 
im all directions. Then it started swim- 
ming straight toward the South American 
coast, and a seore of launches and small 
boats, stationed in Me vicinity for that 
purpose, went bowling out to head it off.

When it was led to the open hatch- 
way in the Berkshire’s aide it seemed to 
know what was coming, and it resisted 
with all the force and muscle it could 
command, From the shore we 
could see that it. was putting 
up a collar and elbow wrestling match with 
the apparent urderstanding that its life 
was at stake, and when it finally hit the 
water three infantrymen attached. to its 
rear legs hit it, too. Even then the pugna- 
cious brute did not realize that it was in 
the hands of friends and forty men in dories 
spent an hour driving it ashore. They 
spent many other hours in chasing other 
mules until the work was completed.

It was agony for the cavalry commanders 
to be compelled to watch from the shore 
the awkward and dangerous plan—and yet 
the only feasible plan—adopted for the dis- 
embarking of the- horses and muies. They 
knew that many had already died on board 
the transports and they appreciated better 
than anybody else that the opportunity for 
the cavalry to distinguish itself was rapidly 
disappearing.

A few went 
down never to rise again and many were 
saved, but even those that got through 
alive fell on the sandy beach with not even 
life enough left in them to seek a shady 
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ssible.

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THE INSURANCE FIELD. 


Thé larger life insurance companies have 
decided to collect the war tax out of the 
policy holders. Taking thirty of the best 
known life companies in the United States, 
about half will pay the tax themselves and 
the other half will make the policy hold- 
ers pay it. 

As a matter of fact, the solicitors will 
Pay the tax on new policies. The tax is 
8 cents on every $100 of insurance, of 80 
cents on $1,000. If a, solic'tor writes $5,000, 
he will be very likely to pay the tax out of 
his commission. If a solicitor writes a man 
$50,000, he is not going to ask for $40 tax. 
Many a man would threw wp the policy be- 
fore he would pay the tax and the result 
will be that ‘the soliciting Agents will stand 
00a for it themselves. 

The tax amounts to 22-3 per cent on the 
average premium. That is, the average 
premium is $30 per $1,000 of life insurance, 
and 80 cents is 22+3 per cent of $30.

The counsel for the Tnfon Central Life 
Insurance Company “of Cincinnati. Law- 
rence Maxwell, has given an opinion to his 
president in which he says that the tax is 
not a general expense of the business and 
should not, therefore, be taken out of the 
surplus which belongs to the present policy 
holders. He adds: “I am of the opinion 
that the tax may be and should fKe paid by 
the new policy holders at the time the pol- 
icy is delivered. 

President Hegeman, of the Metropolitan 
Life, has isSued a circular to agents stat- 
ing that when a policy is not taken, if the 
government refuses to make a refund for 
the tax, it will be charged up to the agent 
who obtained the policy, in case it appears 
that he used bad judgment in writing tt. 

How long the war tax wll continue af- 
ter the war closes is a question which no 
one can answer now. It is certa‘'n that the 
government will have to maintain an ex- 
pensive navy and an army of occupation 
in Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines for 
Some time. If the Philippines are retained 
by this government an army of occupation 
will have to be kept there indefinitely. 
The pension list will be increased and the 
expenditures on account of the war will be 
enormous for some years to come. 

It will be remembered that the internal 
revenue taxes imposeq by the United States 
sovernment on aceount of the war with 
the confederacy were very slow in being 
removed. The tax on matches, for Jjn- 
stance, continued until a few years ago, 
and the taxes on liquor, beer and cigars 
have never been removed. These new war 
osc are evidently here to stay for some

Captain Sampson. for sOme reasons best 
known to the administration, was appointed 
to command the entire American fleet in 
the Atlantic ocean. He went down to Ha- 
vana, blockaded and cruised for nearly a 
jmonth. Commodore Schley, his actual 
ranging officer, was kept in command of 
the flying squadron at Newport News un- 
til advices were received that Cervera’s 
fleet was in the Caribbean sea. He was 
then ordered to those waters. Ascertain- 
ing that Cervera had gone into Santiago 
harbor, he appeared off the entrance, then 
saileq away, fooling Cervera into thé be- 
lief that his departure was complete, thus 
assuring him that it was safe to remain 
awhile longer in the harbor; but within 
twenty-four returned and established the 
blockade which held the wily Spanish com- 
mander fast. 

Sampson, in the meantime, having gone 
to San Juan and bombarded the forts, re- 
tired with the Spaniards sti}! firing at 
him, and, proceeding to Santiago, took 
ccmmand of Schley’s squadron with his 
own. Since that period he has several 
times bombarded Morro, with the result 
that each day the Spaniards were ready 
to fire at him again when his ships came 
too close. 

Now, Cervera, finding that Shafter’s as- 
sault was likely to be successful, makes a 
dush out of the harbor, with the evident 
determination to save at least some of his 
ships. Sampson was at the eastern end of 
the line. Schley gave chase and destroyed 
the Spanish ships, Sampson not being in it 
at all, according to the dispatches; yet 
Sampson is glorified and Schley not even 
mentioned, although the only man killed 
in the fight was on Schley’s own ship.

Editor Constitution—I hawe read the 
editorial ‘A Word to City Taxpayers,” and 
I am encouraged that the time is drawing 
near when the taxpayers will get some re- 
lief from the burdens besetting them.

The political shark does not have to try 
to buy up the votes of those so degenerate 
as to sell. He would have to pay their tax, 
and tax is too thigh.

There are so many heads of de- 
partments here that one can hardly keep 
account of them. When they are not ab- 
sent on pleasure trips they attend every 
meeting of the council.

“The destruction by fire of the medical 
and surgical records of the Confederate 
States deposited in. the surgeon general’s 
office in Richmond, Va., in April, 1865, ren- 
ders the roster of the medical corps some- 
what imperfect, thence the need of concert- 
ed action on the part of survivors to bridge 
this hiatus. The official list of the paroled 
officers and men of the Army of Northern 
Virginfa, surrendered by Gemeral R. E. 
Lee, April 9, 1865, furnished 310 surgeons 
and assistant surgeons. In my first report 
presented at the R’chmond reunion I show- 
ed that the med'cal roster for the Army 
of Tennessee has been preserved in dupli- 
cate. I shall offer in a more detailed re- 
port data to prove indisputably important 
facts relating to the prisoners of war upon 
both sides, with the purpose of establish- 
ing the death rate respons'bd’lity in the 
premises. It will suffice to mention here 
that the report of Mr. Stamton. as secre- 
tary of war. on the 198th of July, 1866, ex‘hib- 
its the fact that of the federal! prisoners in 
eonfederate hands during the war only 
22.570 died: while of the confederate prison-. 
ers in federal hands 26,436 died. This re- 
port does not set forth the exact number 
of pr’soners held by each side respectively. 
These facts were given more in detail in a 
subsequent report by Surgeon General 
Rarnes, of the United States army. That 
the whoie number of federal prisoners 
captured by the ccmfederates and held ir 
sguthern prisons from first to last during 
the war was in round numbers 270,000, while 
the whole number of confederates captured 
and held in prisons by the federals was in 
like rovmd numbers only 22). From 
these two reports it appears that with ,- 
00 more prisoners in southern stockades 
or other modes of confinement, the deaths 
were nearly 4,000 less. According to these 
figures, the percentum of federal deaths 
in southern prisons was under nine; while 
the percentum of confederate deaths in 
northern pr‘sons was over twelve. These 
mortuary statistics are of no small weight 
in determining on wh'ch side there was 
the most neglect. cruelty and inhumanity.

The police officers say there seems no 
Goubt about Risse being a victim of de- 
lusional insanity or paranofa. He be- 
lieves as firmly as ‘he exists that Sam 
Jones is his bitter enemy and persecutor, 
and has been hounding him down: for the 
past five years. 

The story of Risse’s arrest was pub- 
lishad iy yesterday’s Constitution. Two 
telegrams came from Cartersville stating 
that Risse had been to that town for the 
purpose ef making Rev. Sam Jones set- 
tle for supposed grievances, and that upon 
finding Mr. Jones away from home, he 
had threatened the life of tme preacher. 
One of the telegrams was to Chief Manly, 
from Mts. Jones, and she asked that 
Risse be locked up. 

Yesterday morning it was ascertained 
that the police authorities of Atlanta have 
been trying to locate Risse for the past 
two years. More .than two years ago Mr. 
Jones received anonymoug letters threat- 
ening his iife, and the police were re- 
quested to locate the writer, but fhey could 
not do so. Since that time a number of 
anonymous letters, which are known to 
have been penned by Risse, have beefi 
received by Mr. Jones, and they all con- 
veyed wild reference to persecution and 
threats of Killing Mr. Jones if the alleged 
persecution was not discontinued. 

A few days ago Risse became a little 
more open in his threats, and he hag in 
his pocket a copy of a letter with his full 
sigmature, which he claims to ‘have sent 
to Mr. Jones in a registered package. That 
letter, verbatim, is as follows: 


A Queer Letter He Wrote. 


“Rev, Sam P. Jones, Cartersvilie, Ga.— 
Dear Sir: I am tired of your fooling con- 
duct, misdemeanor and cowardness. I 
take liberty to see you personally as in- 
dicated registered letter from #1 June to 
request restoration. At the same time I

“Further I state that you not understand 
nor to your mission, that you was trained 
upon the mecsaic law and negiect the 
christian science. As long as you despite 
mén you cannot not love theni, and enter 
yourself a hypocrite. You rather ruin 
as tormentor, tyrant and impudent traitor, 
instead of divine. All rivais are unjust 
no Matter how mean, vile and shameful] 
men are, it would be a pity of religion 
or christianity if the same would not have 
power, strength and value in divine love. 

“You had no Tight nor authority of 
your conduct against me with al! your 
plot. It is a pity to ruin an honest man 
in such a shame through indecent slander, 
calumination, etc. You are to make a 
sacrifice if you are to excue the balance of 
your respect. 

“So the affair through your hesitation 
has become. private I determined to ask 
you about a compromise and concluded 
that if the result should be of no avail to 
change my domicile with the view of re- 
ceiving a relief somehow or other. 

“I refer you to Ps. 62, 9 12 v. and I 
Thess. 4,.8, 9 v. and W. H. Havergal’s po- 
etry: 

“Speak gently to the erring ones: 

Know they must have tofled in vain; 

Petchance unkindness made them go,

One of Risse’s little girls called at the 
police barracks and talked with him yes- 
terday morning and he asked ther to take 
his umbrella to her mother, which she did. 
Later two of his daughters called and 
brought him a coat, and last evening 
Clara, another daughter who is employed 
at the Southern Clipping Bureau, saw 
her father and carried a message from him 
to her mother about some private pbus- 
iness matters. 

Risse takes his imprisonmenf as a maiter 
of course, and regards it as a part of the 
effects of Sam Jones’s fancie® persecu- 
tions.

Mr. Jones Comes Today. 
Yesterday morning Chief Manly re- 
ceived a telegram from the mayor of 
Cartersville stating that Rev. Sam Jones 
would be in Atlanta Wednesday morning, 
and to hold Risse until he arrived, 

This morning Mr. Jones, Dr. J. W. 
Mitchell, Risse’s family physician, and 
Attorney W. P. Calhoun will meet in Dr. 
Mitchell’s office for the purpose of com- 
ing to an agreement about what is best 
to be done with Risse. It is probable 
that the poor fellow will be sent to the 
insane asylum. 

Physicians who have already examined 
Risse declare that he has al] fhe symp- 
toms and marks of a paranoiac. His hair 
is thin and his beard ragged. He talks 
incoherently at times, and is exceedingly 
nervous, ‘his facial muscles’ twitching 
when he speaks. With all this is the fact 
that he has the delusion of persecution, 
and believes that Mr. Jones is his persecu- 
tor, when there is not the slightest foun- 
dation for any of his vagaries. 

The Risse family is in very straightened 
circumstances, and with their father’s sup- 
port taken away ghey will have a hard 
time making a livelihood. But they do not 
wish to be regarded as objects of char- 
ity. The children who are old enough, 
are willing to work, and employment is all 
they ask for. One of the boys earns $2 
a week at a cotton factory, and a little 
girl is employed at the Southern Clipp:ng 
Bureau. The ’dest boy, Richard, we 
is nineteen years of age, has gone to the 
war.

Lin- 
ton failed to understana the urgings and 
dropped out, but the little Frenchman kept 
calling on his pacemakers to speed faster, 
and when one hour had been reached he 
had covered a distance of thirty-three miles 
and 963 yards. The best previous record 
for one hour was a miles and 1,086 
yards, made by J. W. Stocks at the Crystal 
Palace, London, September 27, 1897.

IS IN ATLANTA FOR TREATMENT 


His Illness Forced Him To Give Up 


! His Command. 


HE WAS WITH THE SECOND GEORGIA 


He Has Been Here for Several Weeks 


on Sick Leave—His Successor 
To Be Named. 


APTAIN JAMES B, NEVIN, com- 
( mander of Company H, Second Geor- 

gia regiments of volunteers, has re- 
signed his ccmmission. The resignation 
Was sent to Adjutant General H. C. Cor- 
bin, at Washington, yesterday morning. It 
will be acted upon at once, as the Second 
Georgia has been ordered abroad the trans- 
ports .to go to Cuba, and it is imperative 
that Captain Nevin’s successor be named 
before the regiment leaves. 

Serious ill health is the cause of Cap- 
tain Nevin’s resignation. He came very 
near death at Tampa on account of an ab- 
scess behind the right ear. This, in ad- 
dition to other sickness, forced him to 
get a furlough and come here for treat- 


ment. For more than a month he has 


been in Atlanta under treatment, 
been constantly hoping to recover suffi- 
ciently to allow him to rejoin his com- 
mand, but instead of improving in health 
he has remained in about the same condi- 


tion. 

Yesterday Dr. Brown notified him that 
he was dangerously ill and advised him to 
resign from the army immediately. With 
deep regret, Captain Nevin acted upon this 
advice by sending his resignation to the 
adjutant general of the army. 

A retiring board would have acted upo 
the case of Captain Nevin had he not re- 
signed. He knew this and was very anx- 
ious to avoid the necessity of passing be- 
fore the board. He knew that he would be 
entitled to a pension if retired by the 
board, but he did not consider that his 
services in the army had been sufficient 
to deserve a pension, so he resigned out- 
right. 

Major Almand, of the Second brigade of 
Colonel Brown's regiment, in which Cap- 
tain Nevin's regiment is assigned, wrote to 
Mr. Neyin this week that he would be or- 
dered before a retiring board. He had 
received a letter from Captain Nevin ask- 
ing him abodut resigning, and in reply he 
said that if the captain was too ill to 
serve he could with propriety resign. Ma- 
jor Aimand said that every man in the 
regiment would be proud and glad to wel- 
come Captain Nevin back again, and he 
hoped the officer’s health would be entire- 
ly recovered. He stated that a retiring 
board nad been organizd to pass upon all 
officers who were away on sick leave, and 
said that this board had made special en- 
quiries regarding Captain Nevin. He said 
that the regiment had been ordered to 
leave and that all the officers must go 
with the regiment, 

Captain Nevin at once .wrote a note to 
Dr, Brown and begged him to give him 4 
truthful and candid st&tement regarding 
his physical condition. In reply Dr. Brown 
wrote the following lettér: 

“Atlanta, Ga., July 5, 1898.—Captain 
James B. Nevin, United States Army, City. 
Dear Captain: In regard 40 my conversa- 
tion with you about your condition, I must 
Say that the prognosis in your case is un- 
favorable. I would advise you to imme- 
diately resign your commission as captain 
in the Georgia v®lunteers and thus dismiss 


this amount of worry from your mind. I 


know how much it will grieve you to real- 
ize this fact, but you have asked me for a 
truthful statement of your condition and 
my advice as to what you should do, and 
I will give you both in this. Very sincere- 
ly yours. GEORGE BROWN, M.D.” 
Captain Nevin at once wrote the follow- 
ing letter of resignation to General Cor- 


bin: 
‘To Adjutant General H. C. Corbin, 
Washington, D. C.—Dear Sir: Having been 
absent on sick leave over thirty days, and 
believing my health in dangerous condi- 
tion, I will hereby tender my resignation 
as captain of Company H, Second Geor- 
gia regiment, infantry volunteers. 
“JAMES B. NEVIN.” 


Governor Atkinson will have the ap- 
pointment of Captain -Nevin’s successor, 
according to a statement made by Acting 
Adjutant General Erwin, of Georgia. The 
g@°vernor applied to Captain Erwin to learn 
if he would have the authority to appoint 
men to fill vacancies after the regiments 
were mustered into the service, and Cap- 
tain Erwin reported in reply that the ap- 
pointments would remain in the hands of 
the governor. 
- When asked yesterday who he would 
name to command Captain Nevin’s regi- 
ment, Governor Atkinson stated that he 
had not. been informed of the resignation 
and had not considered the matter. He 
said he would certainly appoint some one 
from the Second regiment and would con- 
ger with Colonel Oscar J. Brown in regard 
to the best man, ~ : 

First Lieutenant Walter Perkins is now 
in command of Company H. He took com- 
mang when Captain Nevin left and has 
been acting in the captain's place since 
that time. Captain Nevin said yesterday 
that Lieutenant Perkins is a good soldier 
and a capable officer. It may be that he 
will be promited to a captaincy. Lieuten- 
ant Jack is the second lieutenant of the 
company... Company H is made up of north 


_ Georgians and was recruited mainly from 


Rome, Captain Nevin’s home. Captain 
Nevin is exceedingly sorry that he is un- 
able to go with his men to Santiago, and 
he was so anxious to go that he determined 
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by Dr. Brown, who assured him that it 
‘would mean death. 


“PAT CLEBURNE FLAG” IS HERE 


Famous Battle Flag on Exhibition in 
the City and Excites Much 
Interest. 

The flag made famous by General Cle- 
burne, and known throughout the south as 
the “Pat Cleburne flag,”’ was on exhibition 
at Burke’s book store on North Broad 
street Monday and .was an _ interesting 
object to all who passed, 

Both General Hardee and General Cle- 
burne tried to have this flag adopted as 
the national emblem of the confederate 
States, but failing in this, the flag, by a 
special act of the confederate congress, was 
granted to General Cleburne’s division as 
a battle flag and he fought under it until 
he fell at Franklin, Tenn. : 

The flag has a blue backgerdund, with a 
large full moon in the center in white, is 
trimmed with a border of white,and has 
the following names of the battles through 
which it was borne, painted on one side:

He Passed Through Atlanta Yesterday 
on His Way to San Fran-

Captain James B, Erwin passed through 
Atlanta on his way to San Francisco yes- 
terday. Captain Erwin goes to the Pa- 
Cific coast to join the expedition to the 
Philippines. 

Captain Erwin has been in Savannah 
for the last few days visiting friends be- 
fore his departure to Manila. He received 
orders while there to report at once to his 
regimental headquarters, and without de- 
lay he started for Frisco. 

The regimental headquarters of Captain 
Erwin’s regiment is at Walla Walla, 
Wash. He will probaby not go to Walla 
Walla, as he expects to meet the regimen- 
tal commander at San Francisco. His reg- 
iment is scattered all over the west and 
northwest and it will take some time to 
collect all the troops together. Captain 
Erwin did not know whether his men 
would go with hifh or whether he would 
be given a staff position. 

Captain James B. Erwin is an old Geor- 
gia boy who has won distinction in the 
army. He is in a cavalry regiment and 
before he came to Georgia, two months 
ago, was superintendent of the National 
Yellowstone Park, with headquarters in 
Wyoming. 

By the departure of Captain Erwin the 
Place of acting adjutant generai is left 
vacant, ang all the work of the office falls 
upon Colonel W. G. Obear, the assistant 
to the adjutant general, At this time the 
work of the office is enormous and Colonel 
Obear will have more than hecan do, and

DR. FERRER MARTYN TALKS 


Gave His Recipe for Strength at the 
¥Y. M. C. A. Monday Evening. 


HE LIVED WITH THE INDIANS 


Dr. Martyn Has Not Basted Meat of 
Any Kind for More Than 
Nine Years, | 


Dr. Ferrer Martyn, of New York city, the 
ex-champion heavy-weight lifter of the 
world, gave an interesting and instructive 
lecture on “Strength and How to Acquire 
It” at the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion Monday night. 

His audience was not a large one, but 
every one present was delighted not only 
with his words of wisdom and advite, bit 
with his genial maaner and pleasant ad- 
dress. 

Dr. Martyn went into d@etall in explaining 
his condition, physicall?, while a youth and 
before taking up thé habits which he afters 
wards formed from { association with the 
Apache Indians in northern Arizona. He 
said: : 

“The Apaches as a class are the strongest 
and most active men 1 have ever seen any- 
where, They have a habit of watching con- 
stantly the movements of wild animals and 
imitating them’ in their daily life, hence 
their muscles as a rule are supple, elastic 
and in nothing like the hard muscles of 
the athletes you see sometimes on the foot- 
ball and baseball fields. 

“I lived with these. peeple in their tents, 
wearing their Gress and speaking their lan- 
guage for nineteen Months and found time 
to learn much @f the exercises they g0 
through with continually and through 
which they acquire their marvelous 
strength. Yn Walking, for instance, the In- 
dian natively walks with the crouch of the 
cat or panther, bringing the whole of his 
lower body into play and giving to each 
muscle used its proper exercise. It is a 
very simple thing and you may have no- 
ticed it casually, that in waking up from a 
nap a cat will invariably stretch out one or 
both of its forepaws and contract the mus- 
cles, relaxing them almost. immediately. 
This is the animal’s exercise and it is the 
proper exercise, which if followed more by 
man in his daily training would give him 
better musefes an@ stronger health. 

“The great evil of modern training ts 
that itis all done by the contraction of 
the muscles, making them hard and knotty, 
whereas they should be supple and 
springy.” 

Dr. Martyn 1s giying examples of results 
of his training etated that some years ago 
he ran 100 miles without stopping to eat or 
drink over a track at a fast gait and at the 
end of the run he jmvited physicians who 
were présent to examine his condition and 
it was found that his reSpiration had no? 
incresged perceptibly from the violent ex 
ercise. 

By following his instruction closely he 
guaranteed to double the strength of anyone 
in so shor: a time as three months, stating 
that he had done this with persons who 
were declared to be in the last stages of 
consumption. 

At the conclusion of his remarks Dr. Mar- 
tyn gave some astounding illustrations of 
his strength and quickness that were en- 
joyed by the audience. 

He stated that his diet forbade the eating 
of meat of any kind, claiming to have done 
without that form of foed himself for nine 
years. His diet consists of bread and water,

INJUNCTION WAS ASKED FOR BY AUSTELL 


Court Allowed Sale To Proceed on Cer- 
tain Conditions—Mr. George W.

indebtedness. 

Mr. Bannigan is alleged to have loaned 
the money to Mr. Austell] at 7 per cent per 
annum. This came near bringing about a 
usury preceeding against Mr. Barnigan, 
as the petition says: ; 

“During the progress of the building with 
no income from it, petitioners, Mrs. F. C. 
Austell and W. W. Austell, were unable to 
pay interest falling due on January 1, 
1898, and Bannigan selected to declare the 
entire principal of his debt due and brought 
suit against them in the city court of 
Atlanta and obtained a judgment March 
9, 1898, in the sum of $285,000 principal, $6,- 
773.09 interest, and $400 attorneys’ fees. Af- 
ter the service of the declaration on the 
defendants in that case, the defendants 
entered into an agreement with Bannigan, 
by which they agreed to waive the defense 
of usury which they had, provided Banni- 
gan would suspend the judgment and stay 
the execution until and including June 7, 
1898. 

“On account of the rate of interest the 
petition alleges the plaintiffs determined to 
make another loan and pay Mr. Bannigan 
the amount due him. The war interfered, 
however, aS moneyed men refused to lend 
out their money, preferring to keep it to 
buy government bonds. The petition con- 
tinues: , 

“On or about June 16, 1898, petitioner, 
W. W. Austell, succeeded in interesting 
James Swann, who is. president of the

building on Forsyth street fcr $250,000. Mr. 
George W. Parrott was the only other 
bidder and he ran the price up to $24%,000. 

By the transfer of this property it gives 
to Mr. Bannigan a title in fee simple to 
the property upon which he had loaned 
Mr. Austell for the rurpose of erecting the 
magnificent building $285,000. The sale yes- 
terday was to satisfy a judgment that had 
been rendered under a mortgage foreclos- 
ure proceeding in favor of Mr. Bannigan 
against Mr. Austell, in the city court, sey- 
eral months ago. 

Every effort was made by Mr. Austell, 
Mrs, F. C. Austell and other creditors of 
the Austells to prevent the sale, but this 
was not done and the sale took place. Al- 
theugh the property did not bring the 
amount of indebtedness which Mr. Banni- 
gan held against it, in consideration of the 
price, he buying it himself, he agreed not 
to attack the other assets of the Austells 
for the balance due on the loan he made 


to them. 

The sale of the property, which Mr. Aus- 
tell values at $600,000, was probably the 
largest sale that has ever taken place in 
Fulton county, and much interest was 
shown in it during the time Sheriff Nelms 
was auctioning it o%. The building came 
near selling for $100,000, but as there was 
some dispute over who made the bid, the 
sale was commenced again and the second 
time $250,000 was the successful bid. 

A petition for an injunction to stop the 
sale of property by the sheriff and also 
asking for a receiver was filed in the 
superior court yesterday morning. Judge 
Candler heard the case on the bill Monday 
afternoon at 6 o’clock. 

Judge Candler, after hearing the argu- 
ment, issued an order allowing the sale, 
provided that if the amount of the total 
indebtedness was not covered in the bid 
for the property that Bannigan could not 
cal] on Mr. Austell or Mrs. Austell for 
any further assets. The case was argued 
for the petitioners by “Messrs. Glenn, Sla- 
ton & Phillips, Van Epps & Leftwich and 
E. M. & G. F, Mitchell. 

The petition asking for the receiver and 
injunction to stop the sale goes into detail 
concerning the relations of Mr. Bannigan 
and Mr. Austell. It cites the course which 
Mr Bannigan is allowed to have taken 
as being pernicious and sums his actions 
up to show that he has unreasonably 
forced the sale of the property. 

The sum of $285,000 was borrowed from 
Mr. Bannigan by Mr. W. W. Austell and 
Mrs. F. C. Austell on July 10, 1896. -The 
petition says: 

“The money thus borrowed was to be 
paid over by said Bannigan in install- 
ments as the work on the building pro- 
ceeded. 

“Under this contract Bannigan did ad- 
vance such sums of money at different 
times, and the building now known as the 
Austell building was erected with that 
money, together with about $24,000 ad- 
vanced by Mrs. F. C. Austell for the pur- 
pose of completing the building and finally 
discharging the claim of the contractors 
who erected the building.

Railroad Commissioners Require Tes- 
timony To Be Put in Affidavit Form. 


THIS WILL EXPEDITE THE CASES 


Parties to Complaints Must Follow the 
Rules Governing Applications to 
the Courts for Injunctions. 


The state railroad commission has decided 
to make a radical departure in the method 
of procedure in cases before it. 

Heretofore every party to a case before 
the board had the opportunity to talk all 


-~he cared to within reasonabie |imits. Wit- 


nesses could be summoned and examined at 
almost any length. Often only the parties 
on one side were present and the cases 
were continued to suit the convenience of 
principals and witnesses. Hereafter there 
will be stricter rules and no oral examina- 
tion of witnesses unless it appears to be 
necessary. So far as possible the evidence 
will be obtained by affidavits and inter- 
rogatories. The procedure is to be very 
much like that which is followed by the 
courts in applications for injunctions. 

The following order was adopted yester- 
day: 

‘‘Unless otherwise expressly ordered upon 
the hearing of all cases which may here- 
after come on to be heard before this com- 
mission the resprective parties shall present 
the testimony of their witnesses by affidavit 
in like manner as the same are now by 
law required to he submitted upon the hear- 
ing of applications for injunctions. 

“All affidavits intended to be offered by 
either party shall be served upon the op- 
posite party, his counsel or agent having 
contro] of his case, at least three days, and 
all counter affidavits at least twelve hours 
before the date set for the hearing. 

“This procedure will be varied oniy when, 
in the exercise of sound discretion, the 
commission shali be or the opinion that a 
departure from its _— letter is necessary to 
the attainment of substantial justice.’’ 


THE RAILROADS AND THE TAX. 


They Will Have To Furnish Stamps 
for Many Transactions. 

The one-cent stamp on the bill of lacing 
given by railroad companies is being paid 
by the companies, and is generally under- 
stood by the public. That item alone will 
cost some of our large southern systems 
from $50.000 to more than $100,000 a year. 

But (that is not the only tax which the 
railroads have to pay by any means. 
Their stamp bill for telegrams will be quite 
an item of itself. Train orders are exempt 
and so are other telegrams sent over the 
wires on the company’s line between offi- 
clals or employees concerning the com- 
pany’s business. But outside of these 
telegrams, all large roads have to send a 
great many commercial messages every 
day which do not come under the exempted 
class. 

Among the other items on which the gov- 
ernment requires a stamp from the rail- 
roads are: 

Bonds, debentures, or certificattes of stock 
and indebtedness issued after July 1, 189%, 
on each $100 of face value, 5 cents. 

Certificates of stock, original issues of, 
on organization or reorganization, on each 
$100 of face value of fraction thereof, 5 
cents. 

Sale, or agreement to sell stock in any 
association, company, or corpéraition, on 
each $100 of face value or fraction thereof, 
2 cents. 

Sale, or agreement to sell, any products 
of merchandise, at any exchange board of 
trade, or similar place: For eadh $100 in 
value, 1 cent; for each additional $100 or 
fraction thereof, 1 cent. 

Bank check, draft, or certifieate of de- 
posit not drawing interest, or money order 
at sigit, 2 cents. . 

Bill of exchange (inland), draft certificate 
of deposit drawing interest, or money order 
other than alt sight or on demand, or prorna- 
issory note (except bank notes), and original 
domestic money orders issued by the United 
States after July 1, 1898: For a sam not 
exceeding $100, 2 cents; for each additional

June 30, 1898, were $590,502.84, an increase of 
$23,036.61 over the previous year, showing a 
continuation of the good results obtained 
in the past years under the present man- 
agement, A semi-annual dividend of 3 per 
cent was declared, payable to stockholders 
of record June 30th. This will cause a 
distribution of nearly $74,000, a large part 
of which will be paid to Georgians. A 
single fact about this road’s earnings is 
that the larger part of them camé from 
through business. In other words, people 
living outside the state contribute more 
than half and people in the state get three- 


-fourths of them. The road brings a great 


deal ‘more money into the state than it 
takes away.

This is the natural 
process of the law in all cases of condi- 
tional appropriation and the friends of the 
school are in na way disappointed at the 
delay occasioned. 

The requisition was signed by Hon. N. E. 
Harris, chairman of the board of trustees; 
Secretary H. S. Hodgson and President 
Lyman Hall. 

Sometime ago President Hall announced 
that the school thhad raised the $10,000 in 
money and machinery appropriate for a 
textile school and the only thing delaying 
the work on the new building was the 
appropriation from the state. He has re- 
ceived assurances, however, that this will 
be forthcoming and that the much needed 
textile school will be a reality before an- 
other year has passed. 

The friends and patrons of the Techno- 
logical school have rallied around the insti- 
tution and in a few short months, not on- 
ly the required $10,000 has been subscribed; 
but over $12,000 in money and machinery 
has been given, 

The success of this task is due largely 
to the efforts- of President Hall, who has 
quietly put the matter before the patrons 
of the institution and labored constantly 
in that regard until the full amount needed 
had been raised. His efforts were in fact 
unknown to the board of trustees and 
many of the faculty, who had abandoned 
the hope of a textile school under the 
conditional appropriation from the state, 
and when in his baccalaureate address 
at the recent graduating exercises of the 
School, President Hall announced that. a 
textile department was a settled fact, his 
audience was unprepared for the annolunce- 
ment. ‘ 

It is more than Mkely that the work. on 
the textile building will begin in the course 
of the next two weeks and it is the confi- 
dent opinion of the board of trustees that 
the department will be in active operation 
Vefore the Ist of November.

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BELIEF OF SECOND ADVENTISTS 


Services Are Held at the Moody Taber- 
; nacle Daily. 


RELIGION IS INTERESTING ONE 


Rev. J. P: King Talks of the Church 
and of the Work He Hopes 
To Accomplish.

The meetings now being held at the 
Moody tabemacle by the Second Advent 
Christians are attracting much attention 
and will be continued through the week. 

The religion of the Second Adventists-is 
an interesting one and the meetings consist 
of prophetical discourses and chart lec- 
tures. 

In an interview, Rev. J. P. King, of Wil- 
mington, N. C., had the following to say re- 
garding their religious belief: 

“We differ from other Christians in that 
we hold and teach that the return of Christ 
to the earth jis absolutely indispensable to 
salvation. That is, if Jesus never returns 
there will be no resurrection of the dead, 
and if the dead are never resurrected, then 
the entire scheme of the redemption econ- 
omy will miscarry and the human race 
will inevitably perish. — 

“Other denominations teach that as soon 
as man dies he goes immediately to heaven 
or hell, and hence the return of Christ and 
the resurrection is superfluous and unnec- 
essary. Therefore the return of Christ is 
seldom mentioned from the pulpit. 

“Agaim,’’ said he, “we believe that this 
event is imminent, and although we are 
igrorant as to the definite time, yet we 
hold that we know it approximately and 
can quote the scriptures to sustain this 
belief, : 

“We believe that as men have ain orppor- 
tunity to know of this approaching event 
and willfully neglect to see it, they will 
be lost. We believe that all men are at 
death returned to dust and the spirit of 
life that quickened them returns to. God, 
not as an action, thinking entity but as 
a vitalizing principal, and in that very day 
his thoughts perish. At the sound of the 
trumpet upon the return of Christ the lit- 
eral body awakes to life and then and there 
is judged either to eternal life or with the 
sentence of the second death. 

“We also teach,” continued Dr. King, 
“that many will remain alive until that 
day, and if worthy of eternal life, they will 
be translated with the resurrected right- 
eous from the earth even to the clouds to 
meet the descending king, leaving all the 
wicked upon ‘the earth. Then the eternal 
fires will burn through the earth’s crust, 
igniting the entire atmosphere and dissolv- 
ing the entire globe, literally reducing to 
ashes everything upon the face of the 
earth, at which time the wicked will suffer 
the pangs of hell and will be burned to 
ashes; and this is the second death. 

“Nevertheless, we expect the atmosphere, 
heavens and earth to be renewed and made 
the eternal abode of the righteous, with 
Christ enthroned as everlasting king. 

“We are here to offer our humble ser- 
vices to all inquirers after truth, and are 
conducting a series of sermons and lectures 
at the tabernacle and the public is cordial- 
ly invited to attend and are at liberty to 
propound questions at these services.”’ 


STAMP SUPPLY STILL SHORT 


Collector Rucker Cannot Supply All 
the Demands. 


LARGE SUPPLY IS RECEIVED 


But Not Sufficient To Satisfy All the 
Orders—The Stamps on 
Checks, 


The rvsh for revenue stamps js sti!l on 
at Collector Rucker’s office and the clerks 
in that department have all that they can 
do, Yesterday 200,000 stamps of the one- 
cent denomination were received at the 
revenue office, but they were disposed of 
before the day was half gone. The one- 
cent stamps are for telegrams, express 
receipts, etc., but they may be used on 
bank checks, two of them being placed on 
a check. No other stamps were received 
at the revenue office yesterday and the 
supply is still inadequate. 

Work was started yesterday about noon 
imprinting the stamps on the bank checks, 
and in a stort while the presses will be 
turning out enough checks to supply the 
demand. Mr. E, H. Dillon, who is the 
government agent at the Eclipse Printing 
Company, has charge of the work for the 
government and all of the checks go out 
through his hands. Two small presses 
were at work yesterday and the first banks 
to have checks imprinted were the At- 
lanta National bank and the Lowry Bank- 
ing Company. Both of these banks re- 
ceived a part of their supp'y yesterday. 
When all of the presses under the charge 
of Mr. Dillon get to work they will be 
able to turn out 540,000 imprinted checks 
a day, which will more than supply the 
demand. The imprinted bank checks pos- 
Sess a great advantage over the sticker 
stamps, and it is only a matter of time 
until they will be. used exclusively by the 
banks. The stamp is imprinted in the cen- 
ter of the check and when the check is 
filled out by the depositor that cancels the 
Stamp. This is a great convenience both 
to the depositor and to the bank. Where 
one of the adhesive stamps is placed on the 
check the depositor has to cancel it by 
writing the date on the face of the stamp. 
If the cashier of the bank should cash a 
check where this has not been done he is 
liable to a fine of $50. The imprinted check 
does away with all of this trouble, as the 
date has to be on the check and the de- 
positor’s name falls across the face of the
